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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The application filed March 3, 2004 is present for examination and claims 1,2,4- 
10, 12, 13, and 15 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2. 4-10, 12, 13, and 15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is directed to a digitizer pen having a pressure sensor. 

Independent claim 1 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "a circular second 
sensor section having a non-carbon ink disposed thereon, the second sensor section 
abutting the first sensor section, said second sensor section having a center with a 
plurality of traces of the non-carbon ink disposed thereon ifi a pattern symmetrical about 
the center of the sensor section". 

Independent claim 6 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "a second sensor 
section having a resistive, non-carbon ink disposed thereon, the second sensor section 
abutting the first member, and in which the resistive, non-carbon ink includes 
thermoplastic resin, silver, tin oxide, and diethylene glycol monobutyl ether acetate". 

Independent claim 8 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "a circular first sensor 
section and a circular second sensor section abutting the circular first sensor section, in 
which at least one of the circular first sensor section and the circular second sensor 
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section has a plurality of traces of a non-carbon ink disposed thereon in a pattern 
symmetrical about the center of the sensor section". 

Independent claim 15 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "a first circular sensor 
section having a plurality of traces of a non-carbon ink disposed thereon in a pattern 
symmetrical about the center of the sensor section, a second circular sensor section 
and two output terminals, such that an electrical conductance between the two output 
terminals is responsive to force applied by the stylus on the pressure sensor sensors, 
and such that a change in electrical conductance between the two output terminals in 
response to a change in force applied by the stylus to the pressure sensors is 
selectable by preselecting the shapes of the traces and the size of the traces". 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Tanaka et al. (Patent # 6,288.71 1). 

The closest arts, Tanaka et al. as discussed above, either singularly or in 
combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations obvious.
